The fact is, of course, that wages obey tho higher law of supply and 
demand and cannot be raised or lowered merely according to will 
or decree. 


We arc (old also that woman's suffrage will do away with mu- 


nicipal and civil evils, but the recent thrilling papers of Judge Lind- 
say of Denver do not reveal any such improvement in Ihc woman's 


tuffraEe state of Colorado. Even In our own state, where women 
have so long had the school suffrage, those'who have watched the 
passing of events most carefully have failed to discover any great 
improvement. 


The truth appears to be lhat women after all are very much liko 


men and lhal women of a particular class are very much like men 
of Ihe same class, so lhat the net effect of doubling the voters Is like- 
ly to leave conditions very much where they now are. 
The question 


now arises, why burden women with the ballot when no particular 
good seems to come from such a step. And why should the great 
majority of women who, as everybody knows, are either indifferent 
or opposed lo woman's suffrage, be forced to accept It against their 


-.vill when there is no sound evidence that any material good is .likely 
to accrue either to themselves or to the state? 


As to the complaint that women of property are subjected to tax- 


ation without representation. If, for example, a citizen of Drooklino 
owns real estate in Boston he is absolutely without a voice In de- 
lermlnlng the amount of taxation- imposed upon his Boston property. 


The fact appears to be that the Anglo-Saxon countries are at 


present suffering from excessive Individualism, and it Is Interesting 
to note that this seems likely to be corrected before long by a some- 
what greater amoifnt of socialism, as exhibited by state supervision 
and the like, for which Ihere Is jusl at present an unusual demand. 


Of this excessive individualism woman's suffrage is an acute symp- 
tom.
